A shortage of residence housing 
has led the McGill Senate Com- 
mittee on University Residence to 
propose limiting the number of 
students allowed to return to 
residence. 

According to Vice Principal 
Academic Samuel Freedman, 
“the present plan is to have a 20% 
target of returning students for the 
1 9 87-88 

academic year, 15% for 88-89, 
and 10% in 89-90." 

Freedman added that 10% was 
a “cellar figure," and that the 
10-20% figure would be per 
residence. Also, the number of 
residence assistants would be in- 
creased. 

University Residence Council 
(URC) member Maria Shin said 
that “the URC was asked by the 
administration to come up with 
criteria for determining which 
students would be allowed to 
return." 

Vice Principal Freedman wants 



to see academic merit as the basis 
for admission. The URC has pro- 
posed that the students’ needs and 
their contributions to residence 
life also be taken into account." 

Shin explained that each 
residence hall council and each 
residence assistant director would 
narrow the total number of return- 
ing applicants down to 25%. Both 
lists would then be presented to 
the residence director, who would 
select the final percentage. 

"The lack of residence spaces 
is a deterrent to out-of-town 
students,” said Freedman. “We 
feel more people will come to 
McGill if they are assured of a 
place to live.” 

Professor John MacNamara, a 
former residence director, echoed 
Freedman, saying, “If you look at 
it from the point of view of the 
parents, then you can see that they 
would want their child to be 
assured of housing before they 
would allow them to come here." 

Shin, who is also President of 
Douglas Hall, disagrees, "Of the 
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students I’ve talked to, the majori- 
ty said that if they had known 
before they came here that they 
would be phased out of housing, 
they might have chosen to go 
elsewhere.” 

Shin said having predominantly 
first-year residences could isolate 
incoming students even further. 
“The worst scenario that you 
could imagine would be limited 




service to the freshmen. What 
rights they do have could be total- 
ly ignored." 

As Stephen Matthews, Presi- 
dent of Gardener Hall put it, 
"What arc 200 freshman going to 
learn from each other?" 









Matthews also thought van- 
dalism might be a problem, say- 
ing that freshman dorms have the 
worst record of vandalism. 

Shin also said that, "vandalism

Racial violence next door

“Howard Beach, Howard 
Beach have you heard? This is not 
Johannesburg” chanted over 
3,000 racially integrated 
demonstrators as they marched 
through Howard Beach, Queens, 
New York on December 27, 
1986. Half a thousand counter- 
protestors trailed the group 
through the white middle-class 
enclave, shouting racist epithets. 

The demonstration was launch- 
ed to protest the harrassment, 
beating and killing of a 23-year- 
old black man. On December 20, 
Michael Griffith was crushed 
under the wheels of a car as he fl- 
ed from his white assailants. The 
death sent shock waves through 
New York, a city which takes 
pride in its contributions to the 
civil rights movement. 

The incident began when three 
black men strolled into the 
Howard Beach district in search 
of a telephone after their car broke 
down. They entered a local 
pizzeria. Finding no telephone, 
they decided to sit down and eat. 

According to police sources, 
white teenagers from a nearby 
party heard that three black men 
were at the pizzeria. In a drunken 
stupor they left the party and 
gathered outside the pizzeria. As 
the black men stepped out of the 
restaurant they were attacked with 
baseball bats and heavy tree bran- 
ches. 

Timothy Grimes, 19, Cedric 
Sandiford, 36, and Michael Grif- 
fith were severely beaten, suffer- 



ing numerous blows to the head. 
Grimes fled and hitchiked home. 
Griffith and Sandiford were chas- 
ed for eight blocks by the young 
whites, and eventually cornered 
on a dead-end street. After crawl- 
ing through a hole in a fence, 
Michael Griffith ran onto Shore 
Parkway where he was struck and 
killed by a car. Police later found 
Cedric Sandiford dazed, and 



wandering nearby. 

According to the Village Voice, 
the attorneys representing San- 
diford and Timothy Grimes claim 
that "the driver of the car was 
part of the mob and had to be 
charged.” 

The Village Voice also quotes 
residents of Howard Beach sup- 
porting the whites involved in the 
incident: "We own the turf of this 



neighbourhood. If Whoopi 
Goldberg came into this 
neighbourhood she’d be killed,” 
said one 16-year-old. 

“It’s not a racial thing. The 
kids were drunk. They got crazy. 
It could happen to anyone,” 
argued one woman. 

“Go home, niggers!” shouted a 
man at the protestors. “We don’t 
want you here." "Wake up 



Athletics affirmative action stalled 



MONTREAL (CUP) - Efforts 
to give women's varsity sports a 
higher profile at Concordia have 
been short-circuited by the 
university’s athletics department, 
critics charge. 

A university committee passed 
a motion last spring establishing a 
three-tiered .directorship of the 
department, including a director 
of women’s varsity athletics. 

However, a five-director struc- 
ture still exists, and critics say the 
intent of last year’s restructuring 
has been ignored. 

“We’re concerned," says 
Susan Hunt, a student represen- 
tative on the committee that 
restructured the department. 

“The idea was to have three 
associate directors, one of which 
would be a woman. It's a shot in 
the foot now that she is one of 
five,” she said. 

But athletics director Ed Enos 
said the women’s program is not 
suffering, despite the number of 
male directors and a lengthy 



history of funding inequity. Con- 
cordia athletics have long been 
overwhelmingly male-dominated, 
with the men’s varsity sports 
teams claiming 80 per cent of the 
total budget. 

“We did not just hire a token 
woman," said Enos. "We took 
the top person in Kathy 
McDonald. 

"I had to take out a man with 17 
years experience to put in 
McDonald," said Enos. “I had to 
put him in the basement.” 

. Enos said because two associate 
directors of men’s athletics split 
the workload of a full-time 
associate director, they count as 
one and therefore do not have 
more power than the women’s 
director. 

“McDonald is really privileg- 
ed," said Enos. "She only has to 
work in administration. She 
doesn’t have to worry about 
tomorrow’s game with McGill. 
My men have to coach full time as 
well as work in administration." 



But student council co-president 
Scott White disagrees. 

“It obviously puts the women 
in a disadvantageous position," 
he said. 

In a letter to the university vice- 
rector, White said the current 
situation was a clear step in the 
wrong direction. 

"You get the overall impres- 
sion that whatever was done last 
year doesn’t amount to too 
much,” said White. 

Elizabeth Morey of the Concor- 
dia Status of Women committee 
said the athletics department 
could use more improvements. 
“There are still a lot of changes 
that can be made in attitude," said 
Morey. 

McDonald, who was hired in 
August to oversee the women’s 
varsity program, doesn’t feel her 
appointment will be neutralized 
by having two men’s associate 
directors. 

“As long as two men don’t 
have more power than me alone, 
and- the intent remains, I will be 
happy,” she said. 



Howard Beach,” responded a 
female protestor. “Racism and 
race hatred is a disease.” 

New York Mayor Edward 
Koch, himself a lawyer in the 
South during the 1960s, denounc- 
ed the episode as “behaviour he 
expected in the Deep South,” and 
called the incident the "city’s 
worst crime of the decade." 

Brookhaven, Mississippi mayor 
W.W. Godbold responded to 
Koch’s attack on the South by 
calling him a “Jew-bastard who 
doesn’t know what he’s talking 
about.’’. 

The entire incident forces us to 
look at the strength of racism in 
North America, and how little has 
actually changed. 

Michael Griffith’s death has 
received a lot of publicity, but 
was not an isolated incident. 
Blacks and other visible minorités 
endure countless attacks that arc 
never reported. When a gang of 
middle-class American kids 
decides to beat and possibly kill a 
man because of the colour of his 
skin, it is indicative of the racial 
violence that permeates our socic- 

t y • 

While world attention is focus- 
ed on South Africa, we can easily 
lose sight of the problems in our 
own society. Sitting around 
dreaming of BMW’s is not a solu- 
tion. 

Canadian racism also erupts in 
visible incidents. Like south of 
our border, racism is engrained 
our culture. Ignoring it will not 
make it go away.

As it is, 
returning residence students do 
the most recruiting, through the 
student-for-a-day program.” 

It is unclear whether the Senate 
will pass this proposal. Shin 
said, “It’s going to be close. 
We’re dealing with a number of 
professors who are set with the 
administration. They look at 
numbers. They are totally 
unaware of the people involved.” 
Professor MacNama a said,” I 
don't think there really is a solu- 
tion. What is being proposed is a 
short-term answer.” 



Pierre Tu, who taught the pro- 
vincially funded economics 
course, said only three students 
enrolled in his class last year. 

“It would be embarrassing to 
turn to the government for three 
students,” he said. 

However, Tu believes scrapp- 
ing the program would be 
premature. 

“Calgary is not ready for it," 
he said of bilingual education at 
the U of C. It will be ready in a 
couple of years when the majority 
of immersion students, who are in 
grades nine and ten right now, 
come to university." 

“There is a gap in bilingual 
education at senior high because 
students who want to continue to 
university feel they will get 
poorer grades if they study in a 
language other than their mother 
tongue,” says Cyril Challice, 
chair of the bilingualism commit- 
tee and a physics professor. 

He said there is also a lack of 
high school teachers confident 
enough to teach their subjects in 
French.

■notes from belowi 
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What we did during 

our Christmas holidays 



At nine o’clock in the morning on Box- 
ing Day, six dehydrated members of The 
McGill Daily staff set off for North Bay, 
Ontario for the 49th annual conference of 
Canadian University Press (CUP). They 
spent an exhausting week with student 
journalists from over 50 Canadian univer- 
sity, college, and CEGEP newspapers 
which make up the cooperative. 

CUP provides its members with a week- 
ly news and features exchange written by 
bureau chiefs in each of CUP’s five 
regions (Québec, Ontario, Atlantic, 
Prairies and B.C.), and the national news 
writer and features writer who are station- 
ed in CUP’s national office in Ottawa. 

All major political and financial deci- 
sions for the organisation arc made at this 
annual conference. 

Daily financial crisis 
Every CUP paper made a bit of a 
sacrifice this year to accomodate the 
Daily's sad financial situation. Over the 
last ten years, the Daily has had no overall 
increase in funding from McGill students, 
and this has taken its toll. The paper has 
shrunk from a large daily with few ads to a 
thrice-weekly, advertising- laden skeleton. 

This year, the Daily is facing a serious 
deficit, and is unable to pay all of its CUP 
membership fees. Member papers agreed 
to waive $2,500 of the Daily's fees in the 
hopes that the situation will improve. The 
Daily will mn a referendum this March 
asking students for an increase. If this fails, 
the paper will appear less often, if at all. 

Code of Ethics 

Delegates from the Daily and the Varsity 
from the University of Toronto crossed 
pens over the issue of journalistic ethics 
and fair journalism. Varsity staff argued 
that a paper’s coverage must give equal 
representation to all sides of an issue to 
strive to be “objective”. 

Daily delegates argued that a paper’s 



coverage must attempt to be “fair and 
balanced” yet it must also recognize the 
bias of the commercial press. For example, 
a student paper may chose to concentrate 
on ethical arguements for divestment, 
while the commercial press is more con- 
cerned with the number of arrests. Or the 
student press may decide to grant less 
coverage to those promoting hatred of a 
racial or sexual minority than to those op- 
posing such hatred. 

National Executive 

After heated debate, CUP national presi- 
dent Diane Dyson resigned, and Donna 
Meyer was elected to serve the rest of the 
term. Gilbert Dong from the Manitoban in 
Winnipeg was elected president for next 
year. Beth Ryan from the Muse in St. 
John’s, Newfoundland was elected Na- 
tional Features Writer, and Michele 
Lalondc, former University of Ottawa 
Fulcrum editor was elected National News 
Writer. 

Anarchists Collect 

The conference was also marked by the 
largest national gathering of Canadian 
anarchists in recollection if not history. 
Over 30 people gathered to form the CUP 
anarchist caucus, and further their anti- 
authoritarian ideology within the organisa- 
tion. 

Members of Montréal’s Librarie Alter- 
native and Café Commun(e) collectives 
were present in their unofficial capacity. 
The week was topped off by a seminar in 
concensus decision making, a real hit with 
ihe anarcho-crowd. 

Seminars 

Seminars from a mainstream perspec- 
tive, including Gazette cartoonist Aislin 
and CBC’s foreign correspondent Ann 
Medina, were complemented by seminars 
encouraging journalists to analyze the im- 
pact of mass media techniques on our sub- 
conscious. Other workshops dealt with 
basic reporting and design skills.

The Montréal AIDS Resource Commit- 
tee (MARC / ARMS) was formed in 
January, 1984 by several members of 
Association Homophile Montréal / Gay 
Montréal Association, Inc. (AH./GMA). 
Its purpose was three-fold: to provide 
counselling services to people with AIDS 
and those close to them, to work to educate 
• the public about the spread both of the 
disease and of public hysteria surrounding 
it, and finally, to conduct psycho-social 
research into the effects of AIDS on 
various communities. 

Autumn of 1985 saw the formation of a 
second AIDS committee in Montréal, and a 
period of restructuring followed for 
MARC / ARMS as it sought to define, in 
meeting^ with the Comité Sida-Aide Mon- 
tréal, ways in which the two groups could 
work for people affected by AIDS without 
duplicating services or appearing to be in 
competition. 

As a result of these meetings, 
MARC / ARMS decided to concentrate on 
the complementary objectives of psycho- 
social research and general public educa- 
tion. Its major attempt since September has 
been to develop resources and garner 
volunteer support in order to begin a major 
public education campaign, taking panel 
discussions, slide shows and film presenta- 
tions into educational and religious institu- 
tions, CLSCs, centres d’acceuil, and other 
social service institutions. 

In addition to materials for use in educa- 
tional presentations, MARC / ARMS has 
accumulated statistics as well as pamphlets 



and other print resources designed to in- 
form the community in general, and also 
the specific communities, of the risks pos- 
ed by AIDS and the ways those risks can be 
minimized. Having hosted the first Na- 
tional Conference on AIDS in 1985, the 
Montréal AIDS Resource Committee sent 
a delegation to this year’s conference, 
“Actions-Directions”, hosted by the Aids 
Committee of Toronto in November. 

MARC / ARMS is a founding member 
of the Canadian AIDS Society and a 
member of Montréal’s gay coalition, and 
was officially represented at a November 
meeting with Roman Catholic Bishop 
Leonard Crowley — a meeting which 
resulted in the formation of an ecumenical 
council to address the the problem of AIDS 
in a religious context. 

With the departure from Montréal of 
Magaret Caranci, the directorship of the 
committee has been by Chen Cho, former- 
ly in charge of education. The team which 
will be working with him runs the spec- 
trum from venerable founding members to 
dedicated and talented newcomers. 
Volunteers are needed in all capacities, and 
there is a particularly strong need for 
public speakers and people to do office 
work. MARC / ARMS accepts dona- 
tions for the AIDS Emergency Fund. If 
you would like to participate in the work of 
the committee, or you arc simply interested 
in knowing more about the resources and 
services the committee offers, you can call

Cet 
Ecossais, débarqué au Canada 
en 1856, avait établi à Montréal, 
ce qui devait devenir un des 
studios de photographie les plus 
réputés du Canada. 

D'une salle à l’autre, le 
néophyte comme le spécialiste 
se laissent surprendre par la 
variété des techniques, des 
genres et des styles. Comment 
un enfant de l’èrc du polaroïd 
peut-il s’imaginer qu’il y a à 
peine cent ans, le studio Notman 
engageait des artistes chargés de 
peindre sur des photos, à l'huile 
ou à l’aquarelle ou encore de 
découper des photos d'individus 
pour les placer sur un décor 
peint avec 300 autres photos in- 
dividuelles et donner ainsi l'illu- 
sion d’une photo de groupe.

Dans le film de Sanders- 
Brahms, laputa c’est Berlin pour 
un homme et une femme qui s'y 
retrouvent, sporadiquement. Elle, 
polonaise, photographe, parcourt 
les continents; lui est français, 
époux et père. Rien ne les rattache 
donc à Berlin sinon ce besoin d’at- 
traper au détour un bonheur qui 
les fuit. Mais cette fois-ci la belle 
Krystyna Janda décide d’arrêter 
ce manège qui ne les mène nulle 
part. Elle ne peut aller rejoindre 
Paul en France et ne veut pas qu’il 
aille en Pologne, pourtant ils 
désirent vivre ensemble... 

Lapalissc l’aurait dit: l’amour 
c’est compliqué, et surtout com- 
me ça, en transit, quand on craint 
d’amener l’autre sur sa propre 
planète. Voilà le film: le besoin et 
l 'impossibilité d’aimer découverts 
dans un même regard. L’obliga- 
tion de partir et le désir de rester. 

Bien sûr, il s’agit d’un film 
d’auteur, donc qui ne peut plaire à 
la majorité. On retrouve une 
bonne part d’improvisation chez 



les deux acteurs principaux, 
moins répandue cependant que 
dans Le Rayon Vert de. Rohmer. 
Evidemment, ce côté peut agacer 
avec les hésitations et les répéti- 
tions qu’il entraîne. De même, 
cette caméra qui sautille, qui court 
derrière le personnage, se révèle 
parfois désagréable. 

En faisant abstraction des 
détails techniques, il reste deux 
êtres et une émotion. Dès le 
début, un long «travelling», une 
vue en hauteur de Berlin, cir- 
conscrit déjà un lieu, insère les 
personnages dans un cercle, 
physique, mental, sans issue. Ils 
sont d'ailleurs doublement prison- 
niers puisque le film se déroule 
toujours dans le même apparte- 
ment, dont ils ne sortiront que le 
soir venu. Encerclés de toute part, 
très peu de tendresse se dégage de 
ces deux êtres, plutôt un mal 
d’aimer, une douleur sourde au 
fond des yeux. 

L’interprétation de Krystyna 
Janda est convaincante par son 
naturel. En fait, son personnage 
est beaucoup. plus étoffé que celui' 
de Sarny Frey. Elle décide tout et 
fait danser son partenaire sur une 
corde raide, malgré lui. Et lui a 
plutôt l’air d’un pauvre chien bat- 
tu à qui on voudrait enlever son 



Plus que le reflet d’une certaine 
personnalité, ce débalancement 
m’apparaît comme une faiblesse. 
Même si Paul «ne connaît pas les 
mots... ne sais pas parler» cela ne 
justifie ni sa mollesse, ni sa 
maléabilité ridicule. Samy Frey 
défend bien un personnage 
rêveur, à la poésie enfantine, mais 
qui ne convainc pas, car scs réac- 
tions sont étouffés par un scénario 
qui l’oublie. 

Sur le coup, ce comportement 
m’a plutôt agacé, biaisant ma vi- 
sion du film. Mais finalement, 
c’est l’émotion et les regards 
mêlés d’espoir et de désillusion 
qui me sont restés. Selon les ex- 
périences personnelles de chacun, 
ce film peut frapper en plein coeur 
comme il peut laisser tout à fait 
indifférent. La réalité de l’amour 
à distance, occasionnel, y est 
décrite avec une justesse et une 
sensibilité qui donnent toute sa 
qualité au film. On laisse alors de 
côté la technique, le scénario, 
pour se raccrocher au drame de 
ces deux êtres fragiles pour qui 
l’amour se nourrit, à leur insu, de 
la distance qui les sépare.

Frotingham, sur son grand 
balcon, le pied délicatement 
posé sur un tabouret, scs bras 
serrés autour d’un chien noir 
trop grand pour elle, et le regard 
impassible de quelqu’un qui ne 
se laisse pas impressionner par 
quelque chose d’aussi banal 
qu’un photographe et tout son at- 
tirail.

Fadeurs du Vatican

J’ai eu la chance, un été, de 
découvrir les charmes somptueux 
de Rome et d’un des plus petits 
états (bien que connu mondiale- 
ment) qui existe, le Vatican. 
Quelle aubaine lorsque j’apprends 
la venue à Montréal de l’exposi- 
tion «Les splendeurs du Vatican: 
Chefs-d’oeuvre de l’art baroque»! 
Déjà mes yeux se régalent, se 
souvenant de l’opulence, des 
couleurs riches et chaudes, de 
l’architecture flamboyante... 

Un dimanche après-midi, pour 
-bien terminer mes maigres 
vacances de Noël, je me rends 
donc, pleine d’enthousiasme, au 
centre-ville afin de regoûter un 
peu à la beauté de Rome. Après 
une demi-heure d’attente au vent 
et au froid, j’obtiens mon billet 
d’entrée. Les pieds gelés, mais 
toujours la tête fiévreuse d’excita- 
tion, je pénètre enfin dans ce que 
je crois être un voyage dans le 
temps et l’espace vers un monde 
fabuleux. 

Dès le premier coup d’oeil, mes 
attentes sont déjouées: pas de 
merveilleuses richesses entassées 
jusqu’à l’étouffement, mais bien 
un vide, une nudité désarmante. 
Peu de pièces exposées, pour un 
nombre considérable de visiteurs. 
Pièces de monnaie à l'effigie de 
Urbain VIII, Clément IX, de 
petites (mais très détaillées) es- 
quisses de la Basilique, de l'in- 
térieur de la bibliothèque du 
Vatican, portraits de plusieurs 
papes (qui, de toutes façon se 
ressemblent tous)... C’est un 
préliminaire, passons à la seconde 
salle. 

Quelques tableaux des grands 
maîtres, tels Le Dominiquin, 
Poussin, des broderies, quelques 
vêtements sacerdotaux. L’orgie 
de richesses que j’imaginais était 
bien éloignée de ces quelques ob- 
jets épars que plusieurs défauts 
«techniques» nous empêchent de 
contempler en toute quiétude. Ces 
défauts? Notamment la petitesse 
des caractères d’imprimerie des 
plaques identificatriccs, le peu 
d’information donnée (pas ques- 
tion d'audioguide ici), et puis 
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l’atrocité de l’éclairage. On essaie 
d’accomplir le tour de force in- 
croyable d’admirer une peinture 
colossale à la subtile lumière d’un 
«spot» de 120 watts. A cinq pieds, 
le reflet nous voile la majeure par- 
tie de la toile; à douze pieds, ça ne 
serait pas si mal, mais une masse 
de visiteurs nous bouscule et 
finalement nous entraîne vers un 
autre sujet. Et la solution de s’y 
approcher à deux pieds donne une 
vision très partielle des choses et 
un torticoli à celui qui l’utilise. 

La troisième salle se compose 
presqu’uniquement de tapisseries. 

La circulaire (qu’on devrait 
distribuer à l’extérieur lors de 
l’attente), je l’ai lue une fois chez 
moi.

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What we did during 

our Christmas holidays 



At nine o’clock in the morning on Box- 
ing Day, six dehydrated members or The 
McGill Daily staff set off for North Bay, 
Ontario for the 49th annual conference of 
Canadian University Press (CUP). They 
spent an exhausting week with student 
journalists from over 50 Canadian univer- 
sity, college, and CEGEP newspapers 
which make up the cooperative. 

CUP provides its members with a week- 
ly news and features exchange written by 
bureau chiefs in each of CUP’s five 
regions (Québec, Ontario, Atlantic, 
Prairies and B.C.), and the national news 
writer and features writer who arc station- 
ed in CUP’s national office in Ottawa. 

All major political and financial deci- 
sions for the organisation arc made at this 
annual conference. 

Daily financial crisis 
Every CUP paper made a bit of a 
sacrifice this year to accomodate llte 
Daily's sad financial situation. Over the 
last ten years, the Daily has had no overall 
increase in funding from McGill students, 
and this has taken its toll. The paper has 
shrunk from a large daily with few ads to a 
thrice-weekly, advertising- laden skeleton. 

This year, the Daily is facing a serious 
deficit, and is unable to pay all of its CUP 
membership fees. Member papers agreed 
to waive $2,500 of the Daily’s fees in the 
hopes that the situation will improve. The 
Daily will run a referendum this March 
asking students for an increase. If this fails, 
the paper will appear less often, if at all. 

Code of Ethics 

Delegates from the Daily and the Varsity 
from the University of Toronto crossed 
pens over the issue of journalistic ethics 
and fair journalism. Varsity staff argued 
that a paper’s coverage must give equal 
representation to all sides of an issue to 
strive to be “objective”. 

Daily delegates argued that a paper’s 



coverage must attempt to be ‘‘fair and 
balanced" yet it must also recognize the 
bias of the commercial press. For example, 
a student paper may chose to concentrate 
on ethical arguements for divestment, 
while the commercial press is more con- 
cerned with the number of arrests. Or the 
student press may decide to grant less 
coverage to those promoting hatred of a 
racial or sexual minority than to those op- 
posing such hatred. 

National Executive 

After heated debate, CUP national presi- 
dent Diane Dyson resigned, and Donna 
Meyer was elected to serve the rest of the 
term. Gilbert Dong from the Manitoban in 
Winnipeg was elected president for next 
year. Beth Ryan from the Muse in St. 
John’s, Newfoundland was elected Na- 
tional Features Writer, and Michele 
Lalonde, former University of Ottawa 
Fulcrum editor was elected National News 
Writer. 

Anarchists Collect 

The conference was also marked by the 
largest national gathering of Canadian 
anarchists in recollection if not history. 
Over 30 people gathered to form the CUP 
anarchist caucus, and further their anti- 
authoritarian ideology within the organisa- 
tion. 

Members of Montréal’s Librarie Alter- 
native and Café Commun(e) collectives 
were present in their unofficial capacity. 
The week was topped off by a seminar in 
concensus decision making, a real hit with 
the anarcho-crowd. 

Seminars 

Seminars from a mainstream perspec- 
tive, including Gazette cartoonist Aislin 
and CBC’s foreign correspondent Ann 
Medina, were complemented by seminars 
encouraging journalists to analyze the im- 
pact of mass media techniques on our sub- 
conscious. Other workshops dealt with 
basic reporting and design skills.

The Montréal AIDS Resource Commit- 
tee (MARC / ARMS) was formed in 
January, 1984 by several members of 
Association Homophile Montréal / Gay 
Montréal Association, Inc. (AH./GMA). 
Its purpose was three-fold: to provide 
counselling services to people with AIDS 
and those close to them, to work to educate 
the public about the spread both of the 
disease and of public hysteria surrounding 
it, and finally, to conduct psycho-social 
research into the effects of AIDS on 
various communities. 

Autumn of 1985 saw the formation of a 
second AIDS committee in Montréal, and a 
period of restructuring followed for 
MARC / ARMS as it sought to define, in 
meeting's with the Comité Sida-Aide Mon- 
treal, ways in which the two groups could 
work for people affected by AIDS without 
duplicating services or appearing to be in 
competition. 

As a result of these meetings, 
MARC / ARMS decided to concentrate on 
the complementary objectives of psycho- 
social research and general public educa- 
tion. Its major attempt since September has 
been to develop resources and garner 
volunteer support in order to begin a major 
public education campaign, taking panel 
discussions, slide shows and film presenta- 
tions into educational and religious institu- 
tions, CLSCs, centres d’acccuil, and other 
social service institutions. 

In addition to materials for use in educa- 
tional presentations, MARC / ARMS has 
accumulated statistics as well as pamphlets 



and other print resources designed to in- 
form the community in general, and also 
the specific communities, of the risks pos- 
ed by AIDS and the ways those risks can be 
minimized. Having hosted the first Na- 
tional Conference on AIDS in 1985, the 
Montréal AIDS Resource Committee sent 
a delegation to this year’s conference, 
‘‘Actions-Directions”, hosted by the Aids 
Committee of Toronto in November. 

MARC / ARMS is a founding member 
of the Canadian AIDS Society and a 
member of Montréal’s gay coalition, and 
was officially represented at a November 
meeting with Roman Catholic Bishop 
Leonard Crowley — a meeting which 
resulted in the formation of an ecumenical 
council to address the the problem of AIDS 
in a religious context. 

With the departure front Montréal of 
Magaret Caranci, the directorship of the 
committee has been by Chen Cho, former- 
ly in charge of education. The team which 
will be working with him runs the spec- 
trum from venerable founding members to 
dedicated and talented newcomers. 
Volunteers are needed in all capacities, and 
there is a particularly strong need for 
public speakers and people to do office 
work. MARC / ARMS accepts dona- 
tions for the AIDS Emergency Fund. If

A shortage of residence housing 
has led the McGill Senate Com- 
mittee on University Residence to 
propose limiting the number of 
students allowed to return to 
residence. 

According to Vice Principal 
Academic Samuel Freedman, 
“the present plan is to have a 20% 
target of returning students for the 
1 9 87-88 

academic year, 15% for 88-89, 
and 10% in 89-90.” 

Freedman added that 10% was 
a “cellar figure,” and that the 
10-20% figure would be per 
residence. Also, the number of 
residence assistants would be in- 
creased. 

University Residence Council 
(URC) member Maria Shin said 
that “the URC was asked by the 
administration to come up with 
criteria for determining which 
students would be allowed to 
return." 

Vice Principal Freedman wants 



to see academic merit as the basis 
for admission. The URC has pro- 
posed that the students’ needs and 
their contributions to residence 
life also be taken into account." 

Shin explained that each 
residence hall council and each 
residence assistant director would 
narrow the total number of return- 
ing applicants down to 25%. Both 
lists would then be presented to 
the residence director, who would 
select the final percentage. 

"The lack of residence spaces 
is a deterrent to out-of-town 
students," said Freedman. "We 
feel more people will come to 
McGill if they are assured of a 
place to live." 

Professor John MacNamara, a 
former residence director, echoed 
Freedman, saying, "If you look at 
it from the point of view of the 
parents, then you can sec that they 
would want their child to be 
assured of housing before they 
would allow them to come here.” 

Shin, who is also President of 
Douglas Hall, disagrees, "Of the 
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students I've talked to, the majori- 
ty said that if they had known 
before they came here that they 
would be phased out of housing, 
they might have chosen to go 
elsewhere." 

Shin said having predominantly 
first-year residences could isolate 
incoming students even further. 
"The worst scenario that you 
could imagine would be limited 






service to the freshmen. What 
rights they do have could be total- 
ly ignored." 

As Stephen Matthews, Presi- 
dent of Gardener Hall put it, 
"What arc 200 freshman going to 
learn from each other?"

Matthews also thought van- 
dalism might be a problem, say- 
ing that freshman dorms have the 
worst record of vandalism. 

Shin also said that, "vandalism

Racial violence next door

"Howard Beach, Howard 
Beach have you heard? This is not 
Johannesburg” chanted over 
3,000 racially integrated 
demonstrators as they marched 
through Howard Beach, Queens, 
New York on December 27, 
1986. Half a thousand counter- 
protestors trailed the group 
through the white middle-class 
enclave, shouting racist epithets. 

The demonstration was launch- 
ed to protest the harrassment, 
beating and killing of a 23-ycar- 
old black man. On December 20, 
Michael Griffith was crushed 
under the wheels of a car as he fl- 
ed from his white assailants. The 
death sent shock waves through 
New York, a city which takes 
pride in its contributions to the 
civil rights movement. 

The incident began when three 
black men strolled into the 
Howard Beach district in search 
of a telephone after their car broke 
down. They entered a local 
pizzeria. Finding no telephone, 
they decided to sit down and eat. 

According to police sources, 
white teenagers from a nearby 
party heard that three black men 
were at the pizzeria. In a drunken 
stupor they left the party and 
gathered outside the pizzeria. As 
the black men stepped out of the 
restaurant they were attacked with 
baseball bats and heavy tree bran- 
ches. 

Timothy Grimes, 19, Cedric 
Sandiford, 36, and Michael Grif- 
fith were severely beaten, suffer- 



ing numerous blows to the head. 
Grimes fled and hitchiked home. 
Griffith and Sandiford were chas- 
ed for eight blocks by the young 
whites, and eventually cornered 
on a dead-end street. After crawl- 
ing through a hole in a fence, 
Michael Griffith ran onto Shore 
Parkway where he was struck and 
killed by a car. Police later found 
Cedric Sandiford dazed, and 



wandering nearby. 

According to the Village Voice, 
the attorneys representing San- 
diford and Timothy Grimes claim 
that "the driver of the car was 
part of the mob and had to be 
charged.” 

The Village Voice also quotes 
residents of Howard Beach sup- 
porting the whites involved in the 
incident: “We own the turf of this 



neighbourhood. If Whoopi 
Goldberg came into this 
neighbourhood she’d be killed," 
said one 16-year-old. 

“It’s not a racial thing. The 
kids were drunk. They got crazy. 
It could happen to anyone," 
argued one woman. 

“Go home, niggers!” shouted a 
man at the protestors. "We don't 
want you here." "Wake up 



Athletics affirmative action stalled 



MONTREAL (CUP) - Efforts 
to give women’s varsity sports a 
higher profile at Concordia have 
been short-circuited by the 
university’s athletics department, 
critics charge. 

A university committee passed 
a motion last spring establishing a 
three-tiered .directorship of the 
department, including a director 
of women’s varsity athletics. 

However, a five-director struc- 
ture still exists, and critics say the 
intent of last year’s restructuring 
has been ignored. 

"We’re concerned,” says 
Susan Hunt, a student represen- 
tative on the committee that 
restructured the department. 

"The idea was to have three 
associate directors, one of which 
would be a woman. It’s a shot in 
the foot now that she is one of 
five,” she said. 

But athletics director Ed Enos 
said the women’s program is not 
suffering, despite the number of 
male directors and a lengthy 



history of funding inequity. Con- 
cordia athletics have long been 
overwhelmingly male-dominated, 
with the men’s varsity sports 
teams claiming 80 per cent of the 
total budget, 

“We did not just hire a token 
woman," said Enos. "We took 
the top person in Kathy 
McDonald. 

"I had to take out a man with' 17 
years experience to put in 
McDonald," said Enos. "I had to 
put him in the basement." 

Enos said because two associate 
directors of men’s athletics split 
the workload of a full-time 
associate director, they count as 
one and therefore do not have 
more power than the women’s 
director. 

"McDonald is really privileg- 
ed,” said Enos. "She only has to 
work in administration. She 
doesn't have to worry about 
tomorrow’s game with McGill. 
My men have to coach full time as 
well as work in administration.” 



But student council co-president 
Scott White disagrees. 

"It obviously puts the women 
in a disadvantageous position," 
he said. 

In a letter to the university vice- 
rector, White said the current 
situation was a clear step in the 
wrong direction. 

"You get the overall impres- 
sion that whatever was done last 
year doesn’t amount to too 
much,” said White. 

Elizabeth Morey of the Concor- 
dia Status of Women committee 
said the athletics department 
could use more improvements. 
“There arc still a lot of changes 
that can be made in attitude," said 
Morey. 

McDonald, who was hired in 
August to oversee the women’s 
varsity program, doesn’t feel her 
appointment will be neutralized 
by having two men’s associate 
directors. 

"As long as two men don’t 
have more power than me alone, 
and- the intent remains, I will be 
happy," she said. 



Howard Beach," responded a 
female protestor. "Racism and 
race hatred is a disease.” 

New York Mayor Edward 
Koch, himself a lawyer in the 
South during the 1960s, denounc- 
ed the episode as "behaviour he 
expected in the Deep South," and 
called the incident the “city’s 
worst crime of the decade." 

Brookhaven, Mississippi mayor 
W.W. Godbold responded to 
Koch’s attack on the South by 
calling him a "Jew-bastard who 
doesn’t know what he's talking 
about.’’. 

The entire incident forces us to 
look at the strength of racism in 
North America, and how little has 
actually changed. 

Michael Griffith’s death has 
received a lot of publicity, but 
was not an isolated incident. 
Blacks and other visible minorités 
endure countless attacks that are 
never reported. When a gang of 
middle-class American kids 
decides to beat and possibly kill a 
man because of the colour of his 
skin, it is indicative of the racial 
violence that permeates our socie- 

ty • 

While world attention is focus- 
ed on South Africa, we can easily 
lose sight of the problems in our 
own society. Sitting around 
dreaming of BMW’s is not a solu- 
tion. 

Canadian racism also erupts in 
visible incidents. Like south of 
our border, racism is engrained 
our culture. Ignoring it will not 
make it go away.

Laputa : île flottante ou île 
volante... Un endroit où tout 
oscille, se balance, même les 
êtres, qui ne font qu’y passer. 

Dans le film de Sanders- 
Brahms, laputa c’est Berlin pour 
un homme et une femme qui s’y 
retrouvent, sporadiquement. Elle, 
polonaise, photographe, parcourt 
les continents; lui est français, 
époux et père. Rien ne les rattache 
donc à Berlin sinon ce besoin d’at- 
traper au détour un bonheur qui 
les fuit. Mais cette fois-ci la belle 
Krystyna Janda décide d’arrêter 
ce manège qui ne les mène nulle 
part. Elle ne peut aller rejoindre 
Paul en France et ne veut pas qu’il 
aille en Pologne, pourtant ils 
désirent vivre ensemble... 

Lapalissc l’aurait dit: l’amour 
c’est compliqué, et surtout com- 
me ça, en transit, quand on craint 
d’amener l’autre sur sa propre 
planète. Voilà le film: le besoin et 
l’impossibilité d’aimer découverts 
dans un même regard. L’obliga- 
tion de partir et le désir de rester. 

Bien sûr, il s’agit d’un film 
d’auteur, donc qui ne peut plaire à 
la majorité. On retrouve une 
bonne part d’improvisation chez 



les deux acteurs principaux, 
moins répandue cependant que 
dans Le Rayon Vert de. Rohmer. 
Evidemment, ce côté peut agacer 
avec les hésitations et les répéti- 
tions qu’il entraîne. De même, 
cette caméra qui sautille, qui court 
derrière le personnage, se révèle 
parfois désagréable. 

En faisant abstraction des 
détails techniques, il reste deux 
êtres et une émotion.

Janda est convaincante par son 
naturel. En fait, son personnage 
est bcaucoup.plus étoffé que celui" 
de Sarny Frey. Elle décide tout et 
fait danser son partenaire sur une 
corde raide, malgré lui. Et lui a 
plutôt l’air d’un pauvre chien bat- 
tu à qui on voudrait enlever son 



Plus que le reflet d’une certaine 
personnalité, ce débalanccmcnt 
m’apparaît comme une faiblesse. 
Même si Paul «ne connaît pas les 
mots... ne sais pas parler» cela ne 
justifie ni sa mollesse, ni sa 
maléabilité ridicule. Samy Frey 
défend bien un personnage 
rêveur, à la poésie enfantine, mais 
qui ne convainc pas, car scs réac- 
tions sont étouffés par un scénario 
qui l’oublie. 

Sur le coup, ce comportement 
m’a plutôt agacé, biaisant ma vi- 
sion du film. Mais finalement, 
c’est l’émotion et les regards 
mêlés d’espoir et de désillusion 
qui me sont restés. Selon les ex- 
périences personnelles de chacun, 
ce film peut frapper en plein coeur 
comme il peut laisser tout à fait 
indifférent.

J’ai eu la chance, un été, de 
découvrir les charmes somptueux 
de Rome et d’un des plus petits 
états (bien que connu mondiale- 
ment) qui existe, le Vatican. 
Quelle aubaine lorsque j’apprends 
la venue à Montréal de l’exposi- 
tion «Les splendeurs du Vatican: 
Chefs-d’oeuvre de l’art baroque»! 
Déjà mes yeux se régalent, se 
souvenant de l’opulence, des 
couleurs riches et chaudes, de 
l’architecture flamboyante... 

Un dimanche après-midi, pour 
'-bien terminer mes maigres 
vacances de Noël, je me rends 
donc, pleine d’enthousiasme, au 
centre-ville afin de regoûter un 
peu à la beauté de Rome. Après 
une demi-heure d’attente au vent 
et au froid, j’obtiens mon billet 
d’entrée. Les pieds gelés, mais 
toujours la tête fiévreuse d’excita- 
tion, je pénètre enfin dans ce que 
je crois être un voyage dans le 
temps et l’espace vers un monde 
fabuleux.

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What we did during 

our Christmas holidays 
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At nine o’clock in the morning on Box- 
ing Day, six dehydrated members of The 
McGill Daily staff set off for North Bay, 
Ontario for the 49th annual conference of 
Canadian University Press (CUP). They 
spent an exhausting week with student 
journalists from over 50 Canadian univer- 
sity, college, and CEGEP newspapers 
which make up the cooperative. 

CUP provides its members with a week- 
ly news and features exchange written by 
bureau chiefs in each of CUP’s five 
regions (Québec, Ontario, Atlantic, 
Prairies and B.C.), and the national news 
writer and features writer who arc station- 
ed in CUP’s national office in Ottawa. 

All major political and financial deci- 
sions for the organisation arc made at (his 
annual conference. 

Daily financial crisis 
Every CUP paper made a bit of a 
sacrifice this year to accomodate the 
Daily's sad financial situation. Over the 
last ten years, the Daily has had no overall 
increase in funding from McGill students, 
and this has taken its toll. The paper has 
shrunk from a large daily with few ads to a 
thrice-weekly, advertising- laden skeleton. 

This year, the Daily is facing a serious 
deficit, and is unable to pay all of its CUP 
membership fees. Member papers agreed 
to waive $2,500 of the Daily’s fees in the 
hopes that the situation will improve. The 
Daily will run a referendum this March 
asking students for an increase. If this fails, 
the paper will appear less often, if at all. 

Code of Ethics 

Delegates from the Daily and the Varsity 
from the University of Toronto crossed 
pens over the issue of journalistic ethics 
and fair journalism. Varsity' staff argued 
that a paper’s coverage must give equal 
representation to all sides of an issue to 
strive to be “objective”. 

Daily delegates argued that a paper’s 



coverage must attempt to be “fair and 
balanced” yet it must also recognize the 
bias of the commercial press. For example, 
a student paper may chose to concentrate 
on ethical arguements for divestment, 
while the commercial press is more con- 
cerned with the number of arrests. Or the 
student press may decide to grant less 
coverage to those promoting hatred of a 
racial or sexual minority than to those op- 
posing such hatred. 

National Executive 

After heated debate, CUP national presi- 
dent Diane Dyson resigned, and Donna 
Meyer was elected to serve the rest of the 
term. Gilbert Dong from the Manitoban in 
Winnipeg was elected president for next 
year. Beth Ryan from the Muse in St. 
John’s, Newfoundland was elected Na- 
tional Features Writer, and Michele 
Lalonde, former University of Ottawa 
Fulcrum editor was elected National News 
Writer. 

Anarchists Collect 

The conference was also marked by the 
largest national gathering of Canadian 
anarchists in recollection if not history. 
Over 30 people gathered to form the CUP 
anarchist caucus, and further their anti- 
authoritarian ideology within the organisa- 
tion. 

Members of Montréal’s Librarie Alter- 
native and Café Commun(e) collectives 
were present in their unofficial capacity. 
The week was topped off by a seminar in 
concensus decision making, a real hit with 
ihc anarcho-crowd. 

Seminars 

Seminars from a mainstream perspec- 
tive, including Gazette cartoonist Aislin 
and CBC’s foreign correspondent Ann 
Medina, were complemented by seminars 
encouraging journalists to analyze the im- 
pact of mass media techniques on our sub- 
conscious. Other workshops dealt with 
basic reporting and design skills.

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The Montréal AIDS Resource Commit- 
tee (MARC / ARMS) was formed in 
January, 1984 by several members of 
Association Homophile Montréal / Gay 
Montréal Association, Inc. (AH./GMA). 
Its purpose was three-fold: to provide 
counselling services to people with AIDS 
and those close to them, to work to educate 
the public about the spread both of the 
disease and of public hysteria surrounding 
it, and finally, to conduct psycho-social 
research into the effects of AIDS on 
various communities. 

Autumn of 1985 saw the formation of a 
second AIDS committee in Montréal, and a 
period of restructuring followed for 
MARC / ARMS as it sought to define, in 
meeting*, with the Comité Sida-Aide Mon- 
tréal, ways in which the two groups could 
work for people affected by AIDS without 
duplicating services or appearing to be in 
competition. 

As a result of these meetings, 
MARC / ARMS decided to concentrate on 
the complementary objectives of psycho- 
social research and general public educa- 
tion. Its major attempt since September has 
been to develop resources and garner 
volunteer support in order to begin a major 
public education campaign, taking panel 
discussions, slide shows and film presenta- 
tions into educational and religious institu- 
tions, CLSCs, centres d’acccuil, and other 
social service institutions. 

In addition to materials for use in educa- 
tional presentations, MARC / ARMS has 
accumulated statistics as well as pamphlets 



and other print resources designed to in- 
form the community in general, and also 
the specific communities, of the risks pos- 
ed by AIDS and the ways those risks can he 
minimized. Having hosted the first Na- 
tional Conference on AIDS in 1985, the 
Montréal AIDS Resource Committee sent 
a delegation to this year’s conference, 
“Actions-Directions”, hosted by the Aids 
Committee of Toronto in November. 

MARC / ARMS is a founding member 
of the Canadian AIDS Society and a 
member of Montréal’s gay coalition, and 
was officially represented at a November 
meeting with Roman Catholic Bishop 
Leonard Crowley — a meeting which 
resulted in the formation of an ecumenical 
council to address the the problem of AIDS 
in a religious context. 

With the departure front Montréal of 
Magaret Caranci, the directorship of the 
committee has been by Chen Cho, former- 
ly in charge of education. The team which 
will be working with him runs the spec- 
trum from venerable founding members to 
dedicated and talented newcomers. 
Volunteers are needed in all capacities, and 
there is a particularly strong need for 
public speakers and people to do office 
work. MARC / ARMS accepts dona- 
tions for the AIDS Emergency Fund. If

by freshman is our biggest con- 
cern.

"What you don’t want to do is 
to turn them into animal houses."

Matthews added, "Limiting the 
number of returning students to 
residence would eliminate a 
valuable recruiting tool. As it is, 
returning residence students do 
the most recruiting, through the 
student-for-a-day program.” 

It is unclear whether the Senate 
will pass this proposal. Shin 
said,* ‘It's going to be close. 
We’re dealing with a number of 
professors who are set with the 
administration. They look at 
numbers. They are totally 
unaware of the people involved.” 
Professor MacNama a said," I 
don’t think there really is a solu- 
tion. What is being proposed is a 
short-term answer.” 



Pierre Tu, who taught the pro- 
vincially funded economics 
course, said only three students 
enrolled in his class last year. 

"It would be embarrassing to 
turn to the government for three 
students," he said. 

However, Tu believes scrapp- 
ing the program would be 
premature. 

"Calgary is not ready for it," 
he said of bilingual education at 
the U of C. It will be ready in a 
couple of years when the majority 
of immersion students, who arc in 
grades nine and ten right now, 
come to university.” 

"There is a gap in bilingual 
education at senior high because 
students who want to continue to 
university feel they will get 
poorer grades if they study in a 
language other than their mother 
tongue,” says Cyril Challicc, 
chair of the bilingualism commit- 
tee and a physics professor. 

He said there is also a lack of 
high school teachers confident 
enough to teach their subjects in 
French.

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Residents may face 
point of no return

A shortage of residence housing 
has led the McGill Senate Com- 
mittee on University Residence to 
propose limiting the number of 
students allowed to return to 
residence. 

According to Vice Principal 
Academic Samuel Freedman, 
“the present plan is to have a 20% 
target of returning students for the 
1 9 87-88 

academic year, 15% for 88-89, 
and 10% in 89-90.” 

Freedman added that 10% was 
a “cellar figure,” and that the 
10-20% figure would be per 
residence. Also, the number of 
residence assistants would be in- 
creased. 

University Residence Council 
(URC) member Maria Shin said 
that “the URC was asked by the 
administration to come up with 
criteria for determining which 
students would be allowed to 
return.” 

Vice Principal Freedman wants 



to see academic merit as the basis 
for admission. The URC has pro- 
posed that the students’ needs and 
their contributions to residence 
life also be taken into account.” 

Shin explained that each 
residence hall council and each 
residence assistant director would 
narrow the total number of return- 
ing applicants down to 25%. Both 
lists would then be presented to 
the residence director, who would 
select the final percentage. 

“The lack of residence spaces 
is a deterrent to out-of-town 
students,” said Freedman. “We 
feel more people will come to 
McGill if they are assured of a 
place to live.” 

Professor John MacNamara, a 
former residence director, echoed 
Freedman, saying, “If you look at 
it from the point of view of the 
parents, then you can see that they 
would want their child to be 
assured of housing before they 
would allow them to come here.” 

Shin, who is also President of 
Douglas Hall, disagrees, “Of the

students I’ve talked to, the majori- 
ty said that if they had known 
before they came here that they 
would be phased out of housing, 
they might have chosen to go 
elsewhere.” 

Shin said having predominantly 
first-year residences could isolate 
incoming students even further. 
“The worst scenario that you 
could imagine would be limited 




service to the freshmen. What 
rights they do have could be total- 
ly ignored.” 

As Stephen Matthews, Presi- 
dent of Gardener Hall put it, 
“What arc 200 freshman going to 
learn from each other?” 









Matthews also thought van- 
dalism might he a problem, say- 
ing that freshman dorms have the 
worst record of vandalism. 

Shin also said that, “vandalism

Racial violence next door

‘‘Howard Beach, Howard 
Beach have you heard? This is not 
Johannesburg" chanted over 
3,000 racially integrated 
demonstrators as they marched 
through Howard Beach, Queens, 
New York on December 27, 
1986. Half a thousand counter- 
protestors trailed the group 
through the white middle-class 
enclave, shouting racist epithets. 

The demonstration was launch- 
ed to protest the harrassment, 
beating and killing of a 23-ycar- 
old black man. On December 20, 
Michael Griffith was crushed 
under the wheels of a car as he fl- 
ed from his white assailants. The 
death sent shock waves through 
New York, a city which takes 
pride in its contributions to the 
civil rights movement. 

The incident began when three 
black men strolled into the 
Howard Beach district in search 
of a telephone after their car broke 
down. They entered a local 
pizzeria. Finding no telephone, 
they decided to sit down and cat. 

According to police sources, 
white teenagers from a nearby 
party heard that three black men 
were at the pizzeria. In a drunken 
stupor they left the party and 
gathered outside the pizzeria. As 
the black men stepped out of the 
restaurant they were attacked with 
baseball bats and heavy tree bran- 
ches. 

Timothy Grimes, 19, Cedric 
Sandiford, 36, and Michael Grif- 
fith were severely beaten, suffer- 



ing numerous blows to the head. 
Grimes fled and hitchiked home. 
Griffith and Sandiford were chas- 
ed for eight blocks by the young 
whites, and eventually cornered 
on a dead-end street. After crawl- 
ing through a hole in a fence, 
Michael Griffith ran onto Shore 
Parkway where he was struck and 
killed by a car. Police later found 
Cedric Sandiford dazed, and 



wandering nearby. 

According to the Village Voice, 
the attorneys representing San- 
diford and Timothy Grimes claim 
that “the driver of the car was 
part of the mob and had to be 
charged.” 

The Village Voice also quotes 
residents of Howard Beach sup- 
porting the whites involved in the 
incident: “We own the turf of this 



neighbourhood. If Whoopi 
Goldberg came into this 
neighbourhood she’d be killed,” 
said one 16-year-old. 

“It’s not a racial thing. The 
kids were drunk. They got crazy. 
It could happen to anyone," 
argued one woman. 

"Go home, niggers!” shouted a 
man at the protestors. “We don’t 
want you here.” “Wake up 



Athletics affirmative action stalled 



MONTREAL (CUP) - Efforts 
to give women’s varsity sports a 
higher profile at Concordia have 
been short-circuited by the 
university’s athletics department, 
critics charge. 

A university committee passed 
a motion last spring establishing u 
three-tiered .directorship of the 
department, including a director 
of women’s varsity athletics. 

However, a five-director struc- 
ture still exists, and critics say the 
intent of last year’s restructuring 
has been ignored. 

‘‘We’re concerned,’’ says 
Susan Hunt, a student represen- 
tative on the committee that 
restructured the department. 

"The idea was to have three 
associate directors, one of which 
would be a woman. It’s a shot in 
the foot now that she is one of 
five," she said. 

But athletics director Ed Enos 
said the women’s program is not 
suffering, despite the number of 
male directors and a lengthy 



history of funding inequity. Con- 
cordia athletics have long been 
overwhelmingly male-dominated, 
with the men’s varsity sports 
teams claiming 80 per cent of the 
total budget. 

“We did not just hire a token 
woman,” said Enos. “We took 
the top person in Kathy 
McDonald. 

“I had to take out a man with 17 
years experience to put in 
McDonald,” said Enos. "I had to 
put him in the basement.” 

Enos said because two associate 
directors of men’s athletics split 
the workload of a full-time 
associate director, they count as 
one and therefore do not have 
more power than the women’s 
director. 

"McDonald is really privileg- 
ed,” said Enos. "She only has to 
work in administration. She 
doesn’t have to worry about 
tomorrow’s game with McGill. 
My men have to coach full time as 
well as work in administration.’ ’ 



But student council co-president 
Scott White disagrees. 

"It obviously puts the women 
in a disadvantageous, position," 
he said. 

In a letter to the university vice- 
rector, White said the current 
situation was a clear step in the 
wrong direction. 

"You get the overall impres- 
sion that whatever was done last 
year doesn’t amount to too 
much,” said White. 

Elizabeth Morey of the Concor- 
dia Status of Women committee 
said the athletics department 
could use more improvements. 
"There are still a lot of changes 
that can be made in attitude," said 
Morey. 

McDonald, who was hired in 
August to oversee the women’s 
varsity program, doesn’t feel her 
appointment will be neutralized 
by having two men’s associate 
directors. 

"As long as two men don’t 
have more power than me alone, 
and the intent remains, I will be 
happy." she said. 



Howard Beach," responded a 
female protestor. "Racism and 
race hatred is a disease." 

New York Mayor Edward 
Koch, himself a lawyer in the 
South during the 1960s, denounc- 
ed the episode as "behaviour he 
expected in the Deep South," and 
called the incident the “city’s 
worst crime of the decade.” 

Brookhaven, Mississippi mayor 
W.W. Godbold responded to 
Koch's attack on the South by 
calling him a "Jew-bastard who 
doesn’t know what he’s talking 
about.”. 

The entire incident forces us to 
look at the strength of racism in 
North America, and how little has 
actually changed. 

Michael Griffith’s death has 
received a lot of publicity, but 
was not an isolated incident. 
Blacks and other visible minorités 
endure countless attacks that are 
never reported. When a gang of 
middle-class American kids 
decides to beat and possibly kill a 
man because of the colour of his 
skin, it is indicative of the racial 
violence that permeates our socie- 

ty • 

While world attention is focus- 
ed on South Africa, we can easily 
lose sight of the problems in our 
own society. Sitting around 
dreaming of BMW's is not a solu- 
tion. 

Canadian racism also erupts in 
visible incidents. Like south of 
our border, racism is engrained 
our culture. Ignoring it will not 
make it go away.
